No doubt some students had a positive 
experience of their secondary education, 
particularly for some girls at Bryn Hafren, but from 
personal experience, the Barry Boys experience 
was anything but positive.

I would be interested to ask who was responsible 
for the literature that was produced for this 
proposal, because I was under the impression that it 
was the council. 

They say that it is not within their control as to 
how the rule will be implemented in each 
recreational area, and yet maps have been produced 
that make it quite clear where you can and cannot 
go in the playing fields with your dog. 

To me, that says that they have made decisions 
on the control of dogs on the playing fields and an 
enforcement group is going to control the new by¬ 
law. The enforcers have to be paid - I doubt they 
will do it free of charge - so who is going to pay 
for this new service? 

The council has assured me that it will not be 
coming out of their depleted budget, but someone 
will have to cough up - it will be us taxpayers. 

In addition, responsible owners who would love 
to deposit their waste in a suitable dog bin, are not 
being helped because the bins are being removed 
and not replaced. I have been told that the general 
waste bins are to be used instead, which I do not 
think is a very sanitary idea. 

Some of my fellow walkers have already been 
reprimanded for using general bins for dog waste 
by the staff in various recreational centres - so 
where do we stand? 

It is a logical choice - install enough bins, and 
the responsible people will use them. If the council 
goes down the route of penny pinching, the 
likelihood is that the mess will be left where it is. 

On the subject of dog wardens, I have been 
informed that it is not part of their job description 
to discipline anyone who allows their dogs to foul 
the footpaths, despite having done so in the past. 

With regard to dog waste bags, some distributed 
by welfare societies do not fully break down, but 
leave minute particles that work their way through 
our water systems. 

The only suitable bag is the type that are being 
supplied by refuse for waste food. They are 
vegetable-based and dissolve completely. If these 
are not available, it would be a far better policy to 
‘pick and flick’ to deposit the waste (which is 
completely bio-degradable) into a deep thorn bush, 
out of harm’s way.

Some readers’ letters 
favour the wheelie bins. 
Before you make up 
your mind for or against, 
I have a few 
observations to consider. 

I happened to stay in 
Fife, Scotland for some 
time; they supply the 
households with four 
large wheelie bins 
(green, grey, blue and 
brown) and the weekly 
collection cycles are: 

Week 1 green bin for 
plastic; week 2 blue for 
landfill and brown for 
garden and food mixed. 

Week 3 grey for paper 
and cardboard and week 
4 repeats weeks 1,2 and 
3. 

These large wheelie 
bins for older people are 
hard to manage as they 
measure at least four 
foot high, so it appears 
that they position them 
in their front gardens to 
make life easier: four 
coloured bins in line, a 
real garden 
enhancement - who 
needs gnomes. 

Another obvious 
danger I noted when 
children are walking to 
school is they tend to 
walk on the road rather 
than negotiate a line of 
bins on the pavement. 
Another downside: 


the food is mixed in with 
the garden waste and it 
is not obligatory to place 
in food bags, so in the 
hot summer months it 
attracts, as well as 
smells, flies and wasps. 

So to prevent this 
when they are emptied a 
cleaning wagon will 
follow the ash bin 
wagons and power wash 
your bins clean at a cost 
of £10 pounds a month 
on top of your monthly 
council tax. 

Another rule this 
council applies: if the 
bin lid is open about an 
inch they will not empty 
it, so if somebody else 
lifts the bin lid you come 
home from work to find 
the bin has not been 
emptied. 

Another downside I 
could see to this scheme 
is that the ash men have 
to wheel the bin to the 
lorry, the hoist lifts to 
empty it, then they drop 
it back on to the 
pavement adjacent to 
your property. 

This takes more than 
double the amount of 
time of the present black 
bag system where they 
can collect the bags from 
each side of a road, 
which will save a 
considerable amount of 
time allowing quicker 
collection. 

This is only my 
observations. You take 
your pick - wheelie s or 
bags.

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Local leisure 
centres are set 
to introduce 
unisex changing 


THE Vale Council has 
defended the installation of 
unisex changing rooms in 
Barry and Penarth leisure 
centres. 

Work to install unisex wet changing 
rooms at the two leisure centres is now 
due to start after delays in finding a 
company to carry out the £1.7mi11ion 
work. 

Both leisure centres will have new 
‘changing villages’ for pool users of 
both sexes with single-person cubicles 
that can be used by people of any 
gender. 

New dry changing facilities will 
also be installed in Penarth Leisure 
Centre, but Barry Leisure Centre’s dry 
changing facilities won’t be upgraded 
as they were last refurbished in 2012. 

Completion is now not expected 
until early next year - despite the work 
initially being scheduled to be done by 
the end of 2018. 

Dave Knevett, the council’s 
operational manager for 
neighbourhood services, healthy living 
and performance, has insisted the new 
unisex changing rooms will be safe. 

It follows concerns about similar 
facilities elsewhere, including at the 
Star Hub in Splott, Cardiff, where 
1,000 people signed a petition calling 
for separate male and female changing 
areas after fears of voyeurism at its 
unisex changing area. 

Mr Knevett, speaking at the Vale 
council’s healthy living and social care 
scrutiny committee last week, was 


asked by Cllr Neil Thomas to reassure 
people whether the changing rooms 
will be safe following the concerns. 

He said: “The changing villages 
deal with a number of problems we 
have had over the years with families 
wanting to change together. 

“The dry changing rooms will 
remain single sex facilities. If anyone 
objects to changing in the changing 
village they will be able to change in 
the dry area. 

“The last thing we want to do is 
stop anybody enjoying their activities. 

I feel we’re covered on all sides of the 
equation.” 

Work on Penarth Leisure Centre’s 
new dry changing rooms began this 
week and is due to be complete by the 
end of November, the meeting was 
told. 

For the wet changing rooms, work 
will begin in early December and will 
be finished by the end of March 2019. 

In Barry, the work on the wet 
changing rooms will begin on 
September 17 and will be complete by 
the middle of February, councillors 
were told. 

Both centres will remain open 
throughout the work. 

The project was delayed after it 
took longer than expected to find a 
firm to carry out the work within 
budget. 

Contractors G Oakley and Sons 
from Cowbridge have been appointed 
to carry out the work.

‘Only 23 per cent 
increase in crime’ 
says councillor 


DINAS Powys Vale 
councillor Rob 
Crowley has 

suggested that the 
most recent official 
police crime figures 
might cause some 
residents 
‘unnecessary 
concern’. 

The Conservative 
councillor said: “With an 
increase of 32 per cent 
between August 2017 
and the end of July this 
year, it could appear 
Dinas Powys is 
undergoing a crime 
wave. But statistics have 
to be seen in the proper 
context. 

“Across 14 different 
areas of offending the 
crimes total was 369 
when our population is 
around 7,800 including 
Michaelston-le-Pit and 
Leckwith. 

“The total crime figure 
for the year in Barry was 
5,931. Its population is 
51,400 and the increase 
was only 23.4 per cent. 

“Penarth, with a 
population of 22,100, 
increased by 21 per cent 
with a total of 1,535 
crimes in the year.” 

Cllr Crowley also 
expressed concern about 
a leaflet which was 
circulated in the village. 

“I can respect the 
motive and intent of 
Plaid Cymru member 
Mike Hartrey calling for 
people to contact him 
with their concerns, but 
anything to do with 
crime should go directly 
to the police. 

“To have anyone else 


setting themselves up as 
a form of half-way house 
collecting this 

information can not only 
become confusing but is 
potentially dangerous. 

“Is Mr Hartrey 
qualified to handle these 
matters? What if 
something doesn’t get 
passed to the authorities 
in time?” 

Plaid’s Chris Franks 
said no one had 
expressed concern about 
the leaflet. 

“The Plaid Cymru 
survey has been very 
well received by 
residents. No one 
expressed this concern 
about the questions. 

“However, what is 
clear is that people are 


fed up with dirty streets, 
traffic problems and 
excessive housing 
development. The 
number of potholes is a 
disgrace. 

“All these matters are 
the responsibility of the 
Conservative controlled 
Vale Council. 

“Meanwhile the Tories 
are threatening to set the 
council tax rocketing. 
The long-awaited report 
on any progress on the 
bypass seems to have 
slipped off the agenda. 

“People will not forget 
the election promises of 
‘no development without 
infrastructure’ and the 
pledge to ‘secure a 
bypass’.”

Plans are 
revealed for 
permanent 
Gypsy and 
Traveller site 


THE Vale Council 
has revealed plans 
for a £2.3 million 
project to develop a 
permanent site for 
Gypsy and 
Traveller groups 
living in the county. 

A spokesperson said: 
“The proposed location 
is on land at Hayes 
Wood Road in Barry, 
which was identified as 
the preferred option 
because of its proximity 
to the current Gypsy and 
Traveller site in Sully 
and is well placed for 
access to the amenities 
of Barry.” 

“A shortlist was 
drawn up from which 
the preferred site was 
selected, and if the 
proposal goes ahead, it 
will cover an area of 
approximately 1.9 acres 
and feature 20 plots, a 
play area, 

office/community space 
and bin compound.” 

A public consultation 
exercise on this proposal 
will take place if and 
when a planning 
application is submitted 
and two other events 
where Travellers and 
other members of the 
public can see the plans 


and share their views 
have been scheduled. 

The spokesperson 
said: “Only once all 
opinions have been 
thoroughly considered 
will the council decide 
the best way forward, 
while the proposal is 
also subject to the 
planning process and a 
successful capital bid to 
Welsh Government. 

“Should these 
conditions be met, it is 
anticipated the site 
should be ready for use 
some time in 2020. 

“The council has a 
duty of care to all 
members of the 
community and is 
required by law to 
provide somewhere for 
Gypsies and Travellers 
to live under the 
Housing (Wales) Act 
2014.”

Llancarfan school latest — 
cabinet defers decision 


AT a meeting on Monday, 
September 17, the cabinet of the 
Vale Council deferred a decision on 
the proposal to close Llancarfan 
Primary School and ‘transfer’ it to 
a site in Rhoose, and referred the 
proposal to the Council’s Scrutiny 
Committee. 

A spokesman for the ‘Save Llancarfan 
School’ campaign group told The GEM: 
“We welcome the decision, although we 
feel an opportunity was missed to 
decisively reject the proposal and re-work 
\jfie approach in a way that meets 


educational needs going forward, while 
also being acceptable to the schools and 
communities most affected. 

“We are confident that the current 
proposal does not bear up to scrutiny, 
given the ham-fisted way in which the 
whole process has been managed to date. 

“There are compelling alternatives to 
the current proposal that have not been 
properly considered, and we will ensure 
details are shared with scrutiny committee 
members at the appropriate time.” 

Cllr Bob Penrose, the Vale Council 
cabinet member for learning and cultutre 
said: “The decision was taken at a meeting 


of the council’s cabinet on Monday to 
refer the matter to the Learning and 
Culture Scrutiny Committee. 

“We feel that this is the fairest way of 
considering the responses to the 
consultation before taking a final decision, 
as it gives other elected members the 
opportunity to consider the proposals and 
the responses. 

“There has been a substantial response 
to the consultation from the community of 
Llancarfan and the impact on the 
community as well as the educational 
merits of the proposal need careful 
consideration.” j

Hinkley mud 
dumping is 
concern for 
local clubs

The chairperson of 
Rhoose Surf 
Lifesaving Club, 
Denise Cooper, said 
the quality of local 
waters was a prime 
consideration of the 
club and it supported 
those questioning the 
decision to allow 
disposal to go ahead. 

She said: “The club 
has been patrolling and 
training at Fontygary 
Beach and Barry Island 
for many decades. 

“Throughout our 
history we have always 
supported initiatives to 
improve the quality of 
our coastal waters. In 
the past we 
campaigned hard 
against sewage being 
released into the sea, 
canvassing our local 
councillors and MPs, 
which contributed 
towards a new sewage 
treatment system at 
Rhoose and Barry. 

“We recognise how 
important water quality 
is for the health and 
wellbeing of our 
membership, who 
develop their lifesaving 
skills in the sea, and to 
that of the wider 
general public. 

“The club is very 
concerned indeed when 
we read in the press of 
‘radioactive nuclear 
sediment’ from 
Hinkley Power Station 
being dumped in the 
Bristol Channel waters 
near Cardiff and we 
would fully support 
further questions being 
asked of the 
appropriateness of the 
decision to do so. 

“Many of our 
members and their 
parents have signed the 
petition calling on the 
Welsh Government to 
suspend and review the 


[Staying of the Majestic Templestowe Hotel] 
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licence that allows this 
material to be moved 
from Hinkley to 
Cardiff.” 

Simon Parker, the 
chairman of Vale Surf 
Lifesaving Club, said 
the club had noticed 
more people using the 
sea for activities and it 
was vital water quality 
wasn’t compromised. 

“Naturally, as 
frequent users of the 
sea at Jackson’s Bay 
and Whitmore Bay at 
Barry Island, the club 
is very concerned 
about anything that 
impacts on the water 
quality for us, other sea 
users and sea life. 
While training and 
developing their 
lifesaving skills during 
the summer, our 
members have seen 
porpoises and seals on 
several occasions. 

“We’ve seen an 
increase in water-based 
activities in the area, 
with regular sea 
swimmers, stand-up 
paddle boarders as well 
as several lifesaving 
competitions and 
triathlons, all enjoying 
the water and beach at 
Whitmore Bay and this 
needs to be protected.” 


Greenpeace and 
EDF in ‘toxic’ 
stand-off on 
Hinkley mud 


GREENPEACE has 
complained that 
EDF Energy, which 
owns the power 
station at Hinkley 
Point, has 

misrepresented the 
Greenpeace position 
on the dredging of 
mud from the 
Hinkley site and its 
disposal off the 
south Wales coast. 

EDF says the mud 
poses no risk and Natural 
Resources Wales says it 
is safe, but local 
campaigners are 

demanding more tests are 
done. 

Disposal of the mud 
began on Monday, 
September 10. 

On Wednesday, 
September 12, 

Greenpeace released a 
statement demanding 
that EDF stops stating 
that Greenpeace accepts 
the mud isn’t ‘toxic’. 

A Greenpeace 

spokesman said: “We 
request in the strongest 
terms that EDF ceases 
from stating that 
Greenpeace accepts that 
the mud is not toxic as 
that is not our current 
view. 

“We are clear that we

do not know if the mud is 
toxic or not, and 
therefore we support 
calls for more testing to 
be undertaken. 

“Legitimate questions 
are being raised by local 
residents and concerned 
citizens about the limits 
of the testing that has 
been done so far. 

“Their calls for further 
testing should be 
respected and we support 
calls for further testing of 
the mud before it is 
moved. 

“It is important that 
the results of this testing 
removes any reasonable 
doubt that this mud may 


be harmful for current or 
future generations.” 

An EDF Energy 
spokesperson responded: 
“Greenpeace said on its 
own website that ‘we’re 
pleased the mud being 
cleared isn’t toxic’. 

“Greenpeace may 
have changed the 
website, but the science 
remains the same. 

“The mud has been 
tested independently and 
shown to be no risk to 
people or the 
environment. 

“In fact, the levels are 
so low as to be classed as 
not radioactive in law.”

William’s 15- 
mile walk 


LAST week, 

William from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
tackled the long 
distance Rhymney 
Valley Ridgeway 
Walk in two 
sections, walking 
around 15 miles 
over two days, and 
was joined on day 
one by 10 walkers. 

In lovely sunny 
weather, they set off on 
the eastern section 
through Cefn Onn and up 
onto the ridgeway with 
its fantastic views, 
through beech woods 
passing Ruperra Castle to 
descend into Draethen. 

Crossing the Rhymney 
River into Machen for 
the long haul through 
woodland to the trig 
point on Mynydd 
Machen, they had lunch 
and marvellous views 
before heading to 
Mynydd y Grug, 
Maesycwmmer and 
across the Hengoed 
Viaduct to catch the train 
home. 

The following day was 
overcast when the group 
of seven began from 
Hengoed railway station 
to conquer the western 
section, walking through 
the delightful Parc 
Penallta on land 
reclaimed from an old 
colliery. 

Fields led towards 
Nelson and their morning 
break at St Mahon’s 
Church in Llanfabon, 
where a monument to the 
281 miners killed in the 
Albion Colliery disaster 
is sited. 

Continuing through 
Cwm Bach, a steady 
climb onto the ridge 
above Senghenydd 
where the worst colliery 
disaster in the whole of 
Britain took place when 
439 men and boys were 
killed in an explosion in 
1913. 

Skirting the 

Senghenydd Dyke and 
making their way to the 
Church of St llan at 
Eglwysilan, there was 
another climb onto 
Mynydd Meio before 
heading downhill past 
Caerphilly Common, 
over the Ridgeway Golf 
Course and back through 
Cefn Onn to catch the 
train home. 


The Gower peninsula 
was the setting for the 
weekend walk when a 
group of 18, plus spaniel 
Pepper, joined Joy at 
Pilton Green on a breezy 
morning, heading inland 
through quiet meadows 
over some very awkward 
stiles. 

An old rutted green 
lane brought them 
through Scurlage, which 
was home to an 
American army camp 
during World War Two 
and soldiers practised on 
the nearby beaches at 
Oxwich, Port Eynon and 
Rhossili for the 
Normandy landings. 

Lush green meadows 
and a stop for home- 
baked banana cake from 
John R meant they were 
fortified for the journey 
through Berry and by 
green lane and road 
down to the coast at 
Horton. 

Some dune walking 
led them into Port Eynon 
and up to St Cattwg’s 
Church for lunch, where 
a lovely monument 
records the tragic lifeboat 
disaster that robbed the 
village of three volunteer 
lifeboat men in 1916. 

More sandy dunes and 
a narrow track up the 
rocky hill led them onto 
the windy Port Eynon 
Point and steeply 
downhill to the cove at 
Overton Mere for 
another short climb up to 
Overton Cliff. 

Heading west along a 
grassy track on the 
clifftop heralded misty 
views of Worm’s Head at 
Rhossili before the 
descent into Foxhole 
Slade to their start 
through harvested fields, 
thankfully just in time to 
miss a heavy shower of 
rain that hit them on the 
journey home. 

Wear suitable 

clothing, preferably 
boots and carry 
waterproofs, food and 
drinks. Some degree of 
fitness is required and if 
you are in any doubt, 
then contact the walk 
leader for advice.

A TONDU woman, 
helped by family 
and the local 
community, has 
raised an 

astonishing 
£145,000 since 
September 2017 for 
Velindre Cancer 
Care, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Tracey Davies (48) a 
social worker at the 
Royal Gwent Hospital, 
began fundraising for 
charities a number of 
years ago after two 
particular events in her 
life - a family tragedy 
and a friend’s daughter 
having a serious illness. 

In fact, Tracey’s latest 
fundraising venture, a 
trip to Cambodia in a few 
weeks’ time, will be 
tinged with sadness 
because her friend Anne, 
who was due to 
accompany her, died of 
cancer recently. 

Tracey is supported in 
her many fundraising 
endeavours by her 
daughter-in-law Emily 
Davies (28) who lives in 
Ogmore Vale. Emily is a 
trainee pharmacy 

technician based in the 
Royal Glamorgan 

Hospital. 

Tracey explained: 
“My aim has been to 
raise awareness of 
Velindre Cancer Centre 
which treats people from 
all over Wales and also

sometimes from 

England. 

“It is a truly amazing 
place treating people 
when they are at their 
most vulnerable - it’s a 
true credit to Wales. 

“Some of my patients 
from the Royal Gwent 
Hospital go to Velindre 
and I could see the 
impact it had on them. I 
could see where the 
money was going and 
that it is not wasted.” 

Before she began 
fundraising for Velindre 
Tracey had already raised 
£50,000 for other 
charitable causes. 

Her fundraising for 
Velindre began with a 
trip to Patagonia in 2015 
and went on from there. 

“I went with Shane 
Williams, Julian Lewis 
Jones, who played Crazy 
Karl in Stella, rugby 
broadcaster Sean Holley 
and 13 other people. 


“I completed a 400km 
bike ride over the 
Coromandel Hills in 
New Zealand in 2017, 
again with Shane 
Williams and 12 others.” 

She also completed a 
trek last year to Machu 
Picchu in Peru. At that 
point, she had raised 
£36,000 for Velindre and 
last year was named one 
of its ambassadors. 

She said: “Emily and I 
then decided to do a trek 
of our own this year to 
Cambodia with a 
£10,000 target. We’ve 
ended up raising just 
under £145,000. 

“Our ‘Light Up Pen Y 
Fan’ walks on May 5, 
May 12 and August 4, in 
which 400 people took 
part, brought in nearly 
£100,000 of the total. 
People are still paying in. 

“There are 10 of us in 
total taking part in the 
Cambodia trek. One of 


our members and a 
friend, Anne Wiggley, 
will be missing because 
she sadly lost her battle 
with cancer a few weeks 
ago. She was also an 
ambassador for Velindre. 
I had spent time with her 
on previous treks and 
walks. 

“The trek will be very 
emotional without Anne, 
especially when we get 
to the ‘Temples of 
Angkor Wat’.” 

Tracey has also raised 
more funds by organising 
car boot sales and 
psychic nights, and 
taking part in sky dives 
and so far, she has 
completed 17! 

She plans a fundraiser 
for ‘Everest Base Camp’ 
next year. 

Tracey’s success is 
down to lots of 
enthusiasm and energy. 
She said: “It takes a lot of 
time and effort, but 
Emily and I love doing it. 
We publicise events on 
Facebook and have been 
supported by PC Signs, 
Tondu, who have helped 
with t-shirts and banners. 

“Our husbands and 
family are our biggest 
supporters and never fail 
to be there whatever we 
do.”

Several searches have 
taken place, the help of 
a pet detective was 
enlisted and the Bulls 
have entrusted members 
of the Find Ludo group 
to act as administrators 
for the page due to the 
high volume of join 
requests and posts. 

In fact, a few of the 
members have 
dedicated their spare 
time to actively 
searching, putting up 


posters and seeking 
celebrity endorsements 
to help spread the word. 

Despite the continued 
support and the 
outpouring of positivity, 
poor Ludo has yet to be 
spotted. 

“The not knowing 
what has happened to 
him is the worst thing,” 
said Hannah Bull. 

“Evenings are the 
worst, when your mind 
starts to go into 
overload you worry 
even more - I miss 
everything about him.” 

Chris Bull says they 
are both overwhelmed 
by the kindness they are 
being shown, people 
they never knew before 
have been amazing, 
organising searches, 
putting up posters and 
going door to door with 
flyers. 

They just need a 
sighting - many people 
are ready to spring into 
action as soon as there 
is a positive sighting, 
something they are 
hoping they get very 
soon. 

“Too many tears have 


been shed and not just 
by us. The love for 
Ludo is immense and 
the support is fantastic - 
if love and support 
could find him, he 
would be home in a 
nanosecond,” he said. 

Hannah and Chris are 
worried that with time 
marching on, people 
will give up on him - 
something they will 
never do; he is their dog 
and they will not rest 


until he is back with 
them. 

If someone finds a 
dog, the law says they 
must report it to the dog 
warden. It can be 
tempting to take in a 
stray dog, but people 
are urged to think about 
the dog’s family and to 
always report a stray. 

There is currently a 
substantial reward for 
Ludo’s safe return.

Vale Council struggles 
with increase in demand for 
mental health assessments 


FAMILIES are 
being left “in 
despair” as councils 
fail to cope with a 
soaring demand for 
urgent mental 
health assessments, 
it has been reported. 

The Vale and Cardiff 
areas have experienced 
what’s been described as 
a “scary” increase in the 
number of referrals for 
deprivation of liberty 
safeguards - which are 
for people unable to 
make decisions about 
their own care who need 
constant supervision. 

A team dealing with 


‘DoLS’ referrals across 
the region are dealing a 
backlog of more than 800 
outstanding assessments 
which have yet to be 
carried out which has led 
to concerns many 
families are being left 
without urgently-needed 
support. 

More than 2,500 
referrals for ‘DoLS’ were 
received by the team in 
2017/18 alone - and just 
1,676 assessments were 
completed. 

Natasha James, the 
Vale Council’s 

operational manager for 
safeguarding and service 
outcomes, has said all 


local authorities are 
struggling with the 
demand. 

She told the council’s 
healthy living and social 
care scrutiny committee 
on September 11: “The 
demand for authorisation 
of deprivation of liberty 
safeguards far outweighs 
what we are able to keep 
up with and achieve.” 

‘DoLS’ assessments 
are co-ordinated by the 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Deprivation of Liberty 
Safeguards/Mental 
Capacity Act on behalf of 
three authorities. 

The team completed 
840 ‘DoLS’ assessments

there were 95 
outstanding. ‘DoLS’ 
referrals for hospital 
patients have to be 
prioritised because of the 
unpredictable nature of 
hospital admissions. 

Some 508 assessments 
from Cardiff Council 
were completed in 
2017/18, and in April 
there were 504 
outstanding. 

Figures for DoLS 
assessments from 

the Vale Council showed 
328 were completed in 
2017/18, and in April 
there were 230 
outstanding. 

A landmark Supreme 
Court Ruling in 2014 
caused an increase in 
‘DoLS’ assessments 
which local authorities 
have to deal with. 

It made factors such as 
the purpose of a 
deprivation of liberty or 
the person’s compliance 
with it irrelevant when 
social services decided 
upon applications. 

Before the ruling took 
effect in 2013/14, 
authorities across Cardiff 
and the Vale dealt with 
just 93 ‘DoLS’ referrals. 

Cllr Neil Thomas told 
the committee: “It’s a 
scary increase in the 
numbers. It’s astronomic. 

“It looks like cases at 


the bottom of the list will 
never get to the top. It 
appears they will never 
be assessed.” 

Ms James said: “This 
is absolutely the case for 
authorities across the 
board.” 

Cllr Thomas added: 
“There are going to be 
families in despair and 
continuing despair, 
because the support is 
not coming through.” 

Amanda Phillips, head 
of resource management 
and safeguarding, said 
there will be other 
measures taken to 
mitigate risk to people 
while they are waiting to 
be assessed. 

A report to the 
committee said‘DoLS’ 
assessments are not done 
in isolation. 

The report stated: 
“Individuals who are 
involved in the ‘DoLS’ 
process and who are 
resident within the Vale 
Council area will have 
already have had a full 
assessment of their care 
and support needs by an 
appropriate professional. 

“An appropriate care 
and support plan will be 
in place and the authority 
will have ensured that 
identified needs are 
being met.”

September 


AS ever the seasons 
change and the 
bees are certainly 
aware of this: they 
are already 
preparing for the 
coming winter, and 
the observant 
beekeeper will see 
the drones (male 
bees) being forcibly 
removed from the 
hive. 

Starvation and the 
cold will bring about 
their demise. Why does 
this happen? When bees 
swarm the old queen 
will leave the colony 
with a good number of 
its inhabitants, but 
provision has been made 
for a new queen to 
emerge in the now 
somewhat smaller 
colony left behind and 
this new queen will 
have to be mated before 
she can become fully 
functional. The drone’s 
only contribution. 

The worker bees (the 
ladies) who do all of the 
work, do all of the 
organising and control 
all colony functions, 
know only too well that 
there will be no 
swarming in the winter 
months, there will be no 
new queens so all 
drones are surplus to 
requirements; and these 
male non-contributors 
cannot be allowed to 


consume valuable in- 
house winter provisions. 
Pretty smart, eh? 

However, the 
beekeeper must ensure 
that sufficient foodstuffs 
are available within the 
colony to enable them to 
survive throughout the 
winter months. Each 
colony will require at 
least 401b of honey and 
a quantity of pollen to 
do so. 

Feeding colonies can 
be done by mixing a 
lkilo bag of white 
processed sugar and 1 
pint of water together. 
This mixture produces 
syrup that is readily 
utilised by the bees. 
Commercial syrup is 
available and it is far 
superior to the white 
sugar mix. 

Why feed? Well, the 
weather may have 
prevented foraging trips 
or the beekeeper has 
removed stores that 
should really have been 
left alone. 

Decisions, decisions: 
the bees know what they 
are doing. It is all too 
often the beekeeper who 
does not, and winter 
losses due to starvation 
do occur when the 
wrong decision has been 
made.

Should people be 
jailed for not paying 
council tax? Vale Council 
says it needs the option 


A LOCAL solicitor 
is asking clients past 
and present to 
support her after 
being nominated for 
a prestigious award.

A COUNCIL has 
defended sending 
people who don’t 
pay council tax to 
prison after more 
than a dozen of its 
residents were 
jailed for the 
offence in recent 
years. 

The Welsh 

Government is asking 
councils whether it 
should remove the 
threat of imprisonment 
for non-payment of 
council tax. 

The Vale Council is 
expected to tell the 
Welsh Government it is 
against the removing 
the threat - despite 
critics calling it a 
‘Victorian’ measure. 

It comes after 16 
people in the Vale have 
been put behind bars for 
non-payment of council 
tax between 2013/14 
and 2017/18. 

A total of 19,839 
summonses taking 
people to court were 
issued to Vale residents 
in that time, Leader of 
the Vale Council, John 
Thomas, confirmed in 
July. 

The council also said 
secured £416,712 
during the past four 
years from people who 
refused to pay council 
tax through court 
summonses. 

It said thousands of 
warning letters, sent 
before reaching the 
court summons stage, 
are being ignored by 
people who refuse to 
engage. 

The Vale Council’s 
draft response to Welsh 


Government said: “To 
suggest that committal 
should end without a 
viable alternative is 
simply unrealistic and 
would inevitably lead to 
a reduction in collection 
rates when council 
resources and services 
are already over 
stretched. 

“If no viable 
alternative is available, 
then this could also 
encourage other 
customers who 
currently pay their 
council tax to resist 
payment as the 
collection process 
would be far less 
effective resulting in 
increased write-offs.” 

The council said it is 
“very selective” in 
ensuring that action is 
only taken “against 
those debtors who 
refuse to engage”. 

Imprisonment for 
non-payment of council 
tax was described by 
Plaid Cymru councillor 
Ian Johnson in July as a 
“Victorian practice”. 

A study by the 
Institute of Money 
Advisers and Payplan 
last year found court 


action by local 
authorities against 
people with council tax 
debt has “increased 
dramatically” since 
2012 in Wales. 

Their report said: 
“The litigious nature of 
council tax collection is 
out of step with the way 
that other civil debts are 
dealt with in the courts. 

“There is also clear 
evidence that there are 
miscarriages of justice 
in the imprisonment of 
people for having 
council debts. The 
consequences for people 
imprisoned for council 
tax debt can be very 
severe. Advisers report 
that people who are 
behind with their bills 
often feel threatened 
with imprisonment even 
when there is no 
realistic prospect of 
lawful imprisonment in 
these cases.” 

A report to the Vale 
Cabinet said: “The 
council actively pursues 
debtors who have 
received reminders and 
court orders requiring 
them to pay their arrears 
of council tax, but who, 
despite being able to 


pay, have not done so. 

“Action at this level 
is only taken as last 
resort with the numbers 
committed to prison 
being very low. No one 
has been imprisoned 
since January 2017 for 
non-payment of council 
tax in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“However, it is 
considered that this is 
an important option that 
the council should be 
able to utilise where an 
individual is opting not 
to pay their council tax 
bill.” 


CUTHBERT 
Arthur Brereton 
was one of the 
engineers involved 
in Barry No 2 Dock 
for the Wolfe Barry 
Partnership and 
was one of three 
Breretons engaged 
in engineering in 
south Wales. 

They included his 
father, Robert Maitland 
Brereton, and the more 
distantly related Robert 
Pearson Brereton who 
came into prominence on 
September 15 when his 
work was celebrated at 
Porthcawl. 

The legacy of the 
engineer was celebrated 
when a commemorative 
plaque was unveiled by 
the chair of the 
Institution of Civil 
Engineers Wales Cymru, 
Sarah Jones and Cllr Dr 
Charles Smith of 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council. 

Marking the 200th 
anniversary of his birth, 
Robert Pearson Brereton 
(1818-1894) was born in 
the year the Institution of 
Civil Engineers was 
founded, and on 
September 15, 1859 with 
the death of Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, 

Brereton would cease to 
be his senior assistant 
and would now be 
engaged on finishing his 
engineering works. 

Brereton is generally 
relegated to the footnotes 
of history - one of the 
invisible superheroes of 
engineering unlike the 
first president of the 
Institution of Civil 
Engineers, Thomas 
Telford, George 

Stephenson or Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, who 
are remembered today as 
the giants of the 
industrial revolution. 

In the years after 
Brunei’s death, Brereton 


was busy completing 
works such as the 
railway from the 
Maesteg district to 
Bridgend and on to 
Porthcawl, but he would 
also undertake some new 
projects of his own, 
including a new dock at 
Porthcawl. 

In June 1864 an Act of 
Parliament authorised the 
construction of a dock 
with entrance and gates 
and other works at the 
northern end of the 
existing tidal basin, the 
substitution of a southern 
entrance for the one on 
the side, the extension of 
the breakwater by 100 
yards and the erection of 
an inner pier 70 yards 
long. 

Designed by Brereton, 
it was completed at a cost 
of £250,000 and opened 
on July 22, 1867. 

The great increase in 
ships’ tonnages and the 
competition of newer and 
deeper docks put 
Porthcawl under a great 
strain to survive in the 
20th century; it exported 
165,000 tons in 1871 of 
coal but within 20 years 
was struggling. 

In 1906, Porthcawl 
gave up coal exporting 
and went from dock port 
to seaside resort with 
Brereton’s inner dock 
filled in around the 
Second World War 

period. 

Cuthbert Arthur 
Brereton was also 

involved with dockwork, 
in particular, Barry No 2 
Dock and he worked on 
Porthcawl Dock under R 
P Brereton. In a more 

personal link with 

Cuthbert Arthur 

Brereton, he married a 
Jenner from Wenvoe 
Castle.

24/7 interaction with 
social media and the 
world-wide-web. The 
NSPCC is needed as 
much today as it was 
100+ years ago (sad 
though this is)!

Community 
cinema on the 
up in Penarth 


O VER the 
last 31 
years, the 
Predator has gone 
from being a solo 
killing machine, to 
becoming 
embroiled in a 
cartel war, to 
fighting aliens 
through to hunting 
Adrien Brody and 
Laurence 
Fishburne. 

Under the auspices of 
Shane Black, the latest 
Predator film to hit 
cinema screens is 
simply titled The 
Predator. Boyd 
Holbrook plays Quinn 
McKenna, a sniper who 
gets caught up in events 
when a Predator ship 
crashes on earth. 

With the military (led 
by Sterling K Brown) 
determined to cover up 
the incident, Quinn is 
sent to be locked up 
with a group of patients, 
themselves former 
soldiers (amongst them 
Trevante Rhodes, 
Thomas Jane and 
Keegan Michael-Key). 

However, Quinn 
leads an escape when he 
realises the Predator is 
going after his son 
(Jacob Tremblay), who 
has intercepted some 
Predator technology 
sent home by Quinn as 
evidence. 

Teaming up with 
biologist Casey Bracket 
(Olivia Munn), can this 
ragtag mob stop the 


Predator? And what if 
this alien is just the tip 
of the iceberg? 

Shane Black films 
never really follow the 
genre guidelines. See 
how he redefined the 
action genre with Lethal 
Weapon or how he 
undercut the Marvel 
blockbuster template 
with the irreverent (and 
for my money under 
appreciated) Iron Man 
3. 

The Predator works 
on the same level, a 
film that pays lip 
service to the series thus 
far, but a film that is 
resolutely a Shane 
Black piece of work. 
How much you enjoy it 
will depend on your 
love of the man’s work 
and how closely you 
hold the Predator film 
series. 

Co-written with Fred 
Dekker (who co-wrote 
the seminal 1987 
Monster Squad with 
Black), this is a film 
that attunes 1980s 
action blockbuster 
sensibilities to 21st 
century filmmaking; 
and for the first two- 
thirds of the film, it 
works well. 

You have characters 
that, if under-explored, 
are enjoyable enough 
company that you can 
engage with them, a 
plot that kicks in 
straight away and 
doesn’t offer any let up 
at all, and action 
sequences that are fun.

final third, and 
everything that’s gone 
before is undone by a 
climax that plays by the 
rules that Black and 
Dekker have so wilfully 
ignored previously. 

Knowing that the 
entire third act was 
rewritten and reshot 
doesn’t help, but it’s 
almost as if the pair 
realised that one of the 
joys of the Predator 
franchise is seeing the 
gigantic alien rain down 
the pain on his prey a 
little too late in the day.

as possible before we 
reach the traditional 
genre face-off. 

It’s disappointing as 
what precedes it is, 
while hardly earth- 
shattering, reasonably 
good fun. Black’s 
trademark smart 
dialogue gives a frisson 
to proceedings, while 
his direction (despite 
some iffy CGI) is a 
relentless smorgasbord 
of gun fire, woundings 
and action, amping up 
that 1980s feeling. 

The cast are all 
pleasing enough without 
overly pushing things. 
Boyd Holbrook makes a 
relatable, if grouchy, 
lead and Olivia Munn 
brings smarts and 
personality to what 
could have been a basic 
character. 

Sterling K Brown has 
plenty of fun chewing 
the scenery as a military 
figure on the trail of the 
Predator, while the 
former soldiers who 
become embroiled in 
Quinn’s mission to save 
his son (the always 
excellent Jacob 
Tremblay) bring a 
humour that lightens the 
mood considerably and 
gives the film a lighter 
tone. 

This is a film that 
doesn’t play things too 
straight; its ability to 


deliver just a hint of 
cheekiness (comparing 
the Predator to Whoopi 
Goldberg, dismissing 
the handle of the 
Predator because his 
MO is more that of a 
hunter) means its tone 
never becomes too 
portentous (aside from 
the finale) and that 
offers something 
different than what 
we’ve seen in Predator 
films thus far. 

However, with its 
rule-playing climax 
(and a ham-fisted slice 
of sequel-baiting) it 
chafes with what’s gone 
before, and it leaves The 
Predator being a fun, 
but frustrating, 
experience. 

VERDICT: Two 
thirds enjoyable, one 
third terrible, The 
Predator makes for a 
quirky and satisfying 
experience - at least 
until its ending, which 
plays too safe and 
predictably in 
comparison to what’s 
gone before. It’s a little 
shaggy in places, but 
Shane Black’s handling 
of it is, in the main, 
more than solid and 
makes it reasonably 
pleasing effort. Average.

NEWLY-promoted
